Distressing Accident Ends in the 


Drowning of a Little Boy 


at Kingsdale. 


The communities of Jacks Mountain 


and CashloVn were very much shock- 
ed to hear of the death of Mrs. Wilson 
Hummelbaugh, wife of our correspon- 
dent, at Jacks Mountain. Mrs. Hum- 
melbaugh had been ill since Thursday, 
April 9th. with pleurisy, and had a 
stroke on Friday, April 17th, which 
paralyzed her left side, causing her to 
be entirely helpless and her suffering 
«as excruciating. 
Every effort was 


made through the untiring physician 
Dr. 
N. C. Trout, and 
two trained 


nurses, the first one being Miss How- 
ell, waiting upon her in the beginning 
of her illness, and the other Mrs. Koh- 
ler, remaining with her until the 
Grim Monster, Death, called her to 
her last home on Saturday, May 16. 
The funeral services were held at the 
home of the deceased on Tuesday 
morning at 9 o'clock, conducted by 
Rev. Keely of the M. E. church at 
F,ouzerville. assisted by Rev. Samuel 
Pittinger, after which her remains 
•were followed by a number of mourn- 
ing friends to the Fail-field Union 
cemetery to wait for the final resur- 
rection at the judgment day.

A third cut was in 
t'ne uuper part of the lett arm, the 
kuife being run through the flesh of 
the arm aud the iourth cut was iu the 
arm pit of the left arm aud this "blow 
cut the large artery iu the arm and 
the woman lost such a large amouut 
of blood that it seemed for hours after-

prove to be fatal. 


The assault took place just beyond 


the last house iu the alley aud when 
Waddles saw that help was coming to 
save the woman from his murderous 
attack he took to his heels toward 
Wolf Hili.
